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FOREWORD 


The information upon which the following is prepared 
comes from several sources. My Aunt Rose Milne ob- 
tained and gave to me the early history of the Irwin 
family and the same is hereinafter set out exactly as it 
appears in the original copy furnished by her. I do not 
personally know that it is authentic, but many of the 
facts contained therein are personally known to me and 
I am sure it furnishes an accurate background for the 
purpose of this document. 


In addition, the family Bible kept by my Grandmother, 
Martha Irwin, and personal information from she and 
my father are factors which convince me of the accuracy 
of the information hereinafter set out. 


As shown by the early history, Samuel Irwin and his 
wife, Esther Dean Irwin, had 14 children, but I have not 
attempted to follow the heirship of any of the children 
excepting that of my=Great Great Grandfather, Mesner. 


One fact that has always confused me is explained in 
this history. My Grandmother, Martha A. Irwin, was 
a daughter of William and Rosane Strain. William Strain 
died when my Grandmother, Martha A. Strain, was quite 
young, and her mother, Rosane, afterward married Allen 
C. Irwin and there were 6 children of this marriage, which 
included Malissa, who later married William Majors and 
Robert, who was the father of Ralph Irwin. Malissa and 
Robert were half-sister and brother to my Grandmother, 
Martha A. Irwin. My said Grandmother later married 
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William Irwin, who was a son of Mesner Irwin and said 
Mesner Irwin was a brother of Allen C. Irwin, which 
accounts for the fact that both my Grandmother and her 
mother were “Irwins”. 


In order that future generations may know, a number 
of the persons shown in the early history of our family 
are buried in a small private cemetery located on a farm 
near Darlington, Montgomery County, Indiana, which 
cemetery is enclosed by a wire fence erected by my father 
and Al Irwin about the year 1930. 


My Grandfather, William A. Irwin, is buried in Buntin 
Cemetery in Jackson Township, Clinton County, Indiana. 


My father, Oliver S. Irwin, and my sister, June Irwin, 
and my Grandmother, Martha A. Irwin, are buried in 
Bunnell Cemetery. 


My Aunt Rose Milne and her family are buried in 
Greenlawn Cemetery. 


My Aunt Maggie Carter and her family are buried in 
Bunnell Cemetery. 


My Aunt Alice Lough and her daughter, Bessie, are 
buried in Odd Fellow Cemetery, Frankfort, Indiana. 


My mother, Jennie L. Irwin, was a daughter of Carl A. 
Auble and Hannah L. (White) Auble. She had 6 brothers 
and sisters, namely: Dora, who died when a small child; 
Ella, who married Clem Reed and who had one daughter, 
Ina M. Hutts; Albert, whose wife was Belle; Minnie, who 
married Albert Avery and who had one daughter, Frances; 
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Della and Asa, who never married. All except my mother 
are deceased and with the exception of Asa, who died 
and is buried in Albuquerque, New xico and Albert, 
who is buried in Bunnell Cemetery,4are buried in the 
Michigantown Cemetery. , 


Albert C. Wallace, who was born 12/12/1871, and who 
died 10/21/29, and his wife, Georgia Wallace, who was 
born 12/25/1875 and died 3/31/07, mother and father of 
Hildreth W. Irwin, my wife, are buried in the old Bunnell 
Cemetery, as are Cora A. Wallace, her step-mother, and 
June Floodis, her step-sister. 


May this history help each of us to remember our 
heritage and to keep fresh the memory of those who gave 
us so much.

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THE IRWIN FAMILY 


In 1752, three Irwin brothers emigrated from Scotland 
or Ireland and settled, two in Maryland and one in Georgia. 
Jared located in Georgia, was a Colonel in the Revolution, 
was twice Governor of Georgia. Irwinville and Irwin Coun- 
ty, Ga., were named for him. Jefferson Davis was captured 

PB pwpta Pon the Irwin Plantation. Among the descendants of Jared 
Irwin was a”grandson named Samuel who settled in Ross 
Co., Ohio. He maryjed Esther Dean who was of Scotch- 
Irish descent. In he moved to Montgomery Co., Ind., 
leaving two sons in Ohio, John and Jared, who enlisted in 
the Mexican War and served until the close of it when 
they also came to Tippecanoe County. 


All of the children of Samuel Irwin and Esther Dean 
Irwin were born BOF ee Ohio. They moved to Mont- 
gomery Co., Ind. a and located on Potato Creek. 
Samuel and Esther Dean were married Oct. 29, 1801. 
Abram and Katy Dean, parents of Esther Dean came from 
Dublin, Ireland about 1779 and located in Kansas, then 
in Ohio.
